DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first office action for Application 10/084856. 
Claims 212-262 are subject to an election/restriction. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 212-236, drawn to a machine and method for redeeming currency 
from a customer including bill slots and coin slots and dispensing a card 
with monetary value. 

II. Claims 237-241 , drawn to a machine for redeeming currency including 
coin slots, bill slots, and credit card slots, and dispensing a card with 
monetary value and printing a written record. 

III. Claims 242-255, drawn to a machine and method for redeeming currency 
including coin slots, no bill slots, and crediting a personal customer 
accpunt. 

IV. Claims 256-257, drawn to a method for redeeming currency including 
receiving coins, receiving bills, and crediting a personal customer account. 

V. Claims 258-262, drawn to a method for redeeming currency including 
receiving coins, not receiving bills, and dispensing a card with monetary 
value. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II, III, IV and V are directed to related machines and methods. The 
related inventions are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable 
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of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or 
effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant 
case, the inventions as claimed recite five separate machines and methods for 
redeeming currency using various combinations of inputs and various forms of output, 
requiring different embodiments for their respective completion. Furthermore, the 
inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is 
nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
